DEATH WARRANT 


In effect, Haushofer's 1941 
report to Hitler was his future 
death warrant. It marked him 
in the Geatapg records as hav- 
ing “sympathetic feeling and 
contact with English.” 

Entitled academically "Eng- 
lish Connections and the Pos- 
sibility of their Employment” 
the report warned Hitler “this 
controversy with Hitlerism ta 
regarded by the masses of the 
English people os nothing less 
than a religious war, with all 
the fanatical psychological ef- 
fects of such an attitude. if 
thore is anyone in Lendon eager 
for peace then it is the element 
of plutocracy, while the forefgu, 
above all the Jewish clement, al- 
ready has effected a junc*lon 
with America and the Do- 
minions.—Associated Presa.

Remote control already has eliminated much of the danger of test 
flying new planes, Navy officials said to-day, as well as open- 
ing ncw possibilities for training pilots and gunners for the 
age of super-speeds in air warfare. 


Tho Navy demonstrated publicly 
for tho first timo at Sts air atation 
near here the taking off, mano- 
cuvring and landing of combat 
aircraft by radio, using a 7-ton 
Grotiian FOF Hellcat. Oomplete 
control of planes by radio usually 
ja’ '‘Hmited to small target ships, 
.of which the Navy bought more 
than 14,000 during the war. 

The art of remote control bas 
gone far beyond that now, Cmdr. 
Moultun H. Taylor. of Lengview: 
Washington, officer in charge of 
pllotiess aireraft  developnient, 
said. 

Tho Navy showed for the first 
time, for example, ts remotely 
controlled jet target plane, using 
a 120-pound turbo-Jet eine 9-1/2 
inches in diameter made by 
Westinghouse, Thig plane is 
launehed from a mother ship, and 
control ts taken over by a fighter 
plane. The purpose of the jet 
“drone” is to give gunners, and 
Jater on pilots of jet propelled | 
Qighters, practice aguinst alreraft 
having speeds in ranges well be; 
yond that possible in target planes 
using conventional engines. 

REAL TARGETS 

Tho Navy is converting 100 
war-weary fuchters into ‘drones’ 
for uso in realistic dog-fighta fn 
which the traineo pilet can as- 
tually shoot down his simulated 
enemy instead of merely rocord- 
ing his shots on photographic film. 

Such training will replace shoot- 
ing at towed sleeve targets, offl- 
clals said, because it provides the 
realism of a manveavriniz target 
and a final check on the effect of 
the pilot's marksmanghip, The 
control plane can be miles away, 
or the “drone’’ can bo controlled 
from the ground.

During the firat month of the 
re-occupation of Hong Kong by 
British forces, a very large 
quantity of ummunition and ex- 
plosives, which had been hidden 
in deep tunnels by the Japancse, 
waa removed, and in those cases 
where it was ina dangerous con- 
dition dumped into the sea. 


One areca from which vast 
stocks of explosives were re- 
moved was the vicinity of Argyle 
Street and Kadgorle Avenue, 
where Wednesday’s explosion | 
occurred. 


For various rensons, however, it 
was mot pussibic to take awny 
all tho stocks of explosives. A re 
gular’ chéck” war therefore kept of 
all dumps, so that it would be at 
once known if they were either 
belne atolen or deteriorating jn 
quality and thus becoming danger- 
ous, 


Yeveral dayn before the oxplo- 
sion, it waa dipcovered thut at 
tempts were in fact bein -made to 
steal from the Argyle Street tune 
nel some of the exploaives there, 
and to prevent thin a civil police 
guard was put an the entrance to 
the tunnel. Tuythermore, os it wos 
decided that the explosives were 
by now dangerous. construction 
wns started of a brick wall which 
would have formed the core of 1 
complete seal to the tunnel, This 
would not only have prevented all 
thefts, but would also have been 
an effective blanket to any explo- 
sion, 


SECOND TUNNEL 


Despite the police muard, how- 
ever, on the night before the ex- 
plosion, bandits again got into the 
tunnel, Broke down a part of the 
nearly-completed wall, in effecting 
their entrance, and Jt i¢ assumed 
got away with more oxploniver. 


It was therefore decided 
Wednesday morning, that us the 


explosives had further deteriorat- 
ed the whale tunnel should be 
cleared and its contents dumped 


on 


into tho ava. This action was car- 
ried out, and then ot the inner end 
of tho tunnel was found yet nao- 
other tunnel, at right angles to the 
This second tunne! was 
not shewn gn any of the Japanese 
maps which tho British had been 
and it 
waa founa to be full of explosives 
and ammunition, all tn an advan- 
ced state of deterioration, and all 
therefore hichly dangerous, 

The order was given to cheat 
this scoond tunnel at once, but 
owing to the poisonous fumes 
emanating from the dump jn it, 08 
wotl as the danger from frequent 
falls In the roof, which threatened 
to bury the workmen, it was_de- 
olded to seal It Instead. Work 
was started. but before {t was 
finished the explosives ble up on 
Wednesday night, shortly after the 
workmen had atopped work for the 
day.
